GERMAN CREWS 


SINK WARSHIPS 


Huns Send Most of Interned Vessels Down at Scapa 


Flow With German Flag Flying. 


IBy Tht Associated Press.} 


London, June 21.— The German of- 


ficers and sallois, forming the com- 
plements of the German ships intern- 
ed at Scapa Flow, sank most of their 
fleet today. All the big battleships, 
the ships and battle cruisers, ex- 
cepting the Baden, 
and 
numerous 


smaller craft were sunk, while oth- 
ers went ashore In a half sunken con- 
dition. 


Eighteen destroyers were beached 


by tugs; four are still afloat, while 
the remainder vent under. 


SINKING CAREFULLY PLANNED. 
The wholesale sinking of the Ger- 


man ships, which were surrendered 
und"r the terms of the armistice, 
was carefully arranged by officers 
and crews. All explosives had been 
removed, and therefore, 
the 
only 


means of destroying the fleet was by 
opening the seacocks. 
The ships 


went down slowly with the German 
flag, which the crews had hoisted, 
showing at the mastheads. 


FIRED ON HUNS. 


The crews, composed entirely of 


Geimans. under the terms of the arm- 
stist, which did not permit of Brit- 
ish guards aboard, took to the boats 
when the vessels began to settle. 
While making for the shore, the boats 
were challenged and called upon to 
surrender. 
Some of them ignored 


the summons and were fired upon, a 
Tew casualties resulting. 


This stroke apparently was an en- 


tire surprise, 
and 
the 
first news 


reached London through a correspon- 
dent who was Informed by farmers In 
the neighborhood that they had seen 
:he German ships sinking with their 
flags aloft. 


HUNS NOW PRISONERS. 


The admiralty at first denied the 


report, but later confirmed It and is- 
sued an official statement. 
The Ger- 


man officers and crews !»\e been 
made prisoners. None of the

on as to how they are to be dealt 
vlth.

11 WAHSHIPS IN FLEET.

When the German high seas fleet 


surrendered last November and was 
taken to Scapa 'Flow, It comprised 
nine battleships, five battle cruisers, 
seven light cruisers and fifty des- 
troyers. As far as It known, all the 
ships are still at Scappa Flow.

WORK OF HOT HEADS? 


Commander^ Kenworth, M. P., told 


Ihe dispatch he did not think the 
s nkings were carried out by order 
of the German government, but were 
engineered by a few hot heads sick 
of existence at Scapa Flow. 


"The admiralty or the admiral In 


charge," he said, "cannot be blamed. 
Rather, the armistice commission Is 
to be censured for not putting Brit- 
ish crews aboard,' but we are well 
rid of the ships, which were obso- 
lete." 


The political correspondent of the

commenting on the 


news from Scapa Flow, says that tho 
sole topic in London 
was

amazement that nothing apparently 
had been done to safeguard the ships 
against the possibility of such de- 
struction. 


"The fact that

NO IMPORTANT CHANGES. 


In this message, received 
by Mr. 


Gompers late today, President Wilson 
also asserted he believes changes In 
the labor covenant were "not sub- 
stantially 
Important, Inasmuch 


every labor convention adopted by 
the conference must be submitted to 
our own government for ratification,' 
thus leaving "the choice of accept- 
ance or rejection in our hands." 


After first setting forth In detail 


the changes—which are 
similar to 


those already published and Indorsed 
at yesterday's session of the conven- 
tion—the president then proceeded 
to reply to a point raised In a cable 
sent him by Mr. Gompers.

In the Industrial world, and tell them 
that they were not entitled to repre- 
sentation on the general labor con- 
ference at Versailles. 


"2—That the changes did In fact 


bring the labor convention Into har- 
many with the league of nations cov- 
enant. 


"3—That the changes are not sub- 


stantially 
Important, Inasmuch at 


every labor convention adopted by 
the conference must be submitted to 
our 
government 
for 
ratification. 


Thus, the choice of acceptance or re- 
jection lies In our hands, Irrespective 
of the constitution of the general 
conference. 


PROBLEMS ALIKE. 


"4—That the problems of the chief 


British colonies and dominions are 
much more like our own than like 
Great Britain's, so that their repre- 
sentation will be a source of strength 
to our point rather than an embar- 


ssment. 
"5—That In my opinion the changes 


do not introduce any weabnem or 
threat of any particular weakness 
Into the labor provision. 


"They still stand, thanks to your 


efforts and guidance, as one of the 
sreat progressive achievements of 
the peace conference, something from 
which peoples the world over may 
take courage and hope and confidence 
in a better future, 


"I am sure you will agree that 


nothing cou.d be more fatal to these 
first aspirations than any failure to 
endorse 
these 
provisions. 
I count 


upon your suggort and sponsorship.

Four Classes Recognized 


by Y. M. C, A. 


As a further Inducement to have 


all boys and young men in Decatur 
learn to swim and to learn to be ex- 
pert swimmers, the T. M. C. A. has 
adopted a system of awarding medals 
to those who lass certain tests ns 
provided for in International T. M. 
C. A. regulations. 


This is divided Into four classes, the 


Beginner, the Swimmer, the Leader 
and the Life Saver. 
The beginner 


learns to swim fifty feet, any stroke, 
without turning, and for this, he is 
awarded an oxidized silver finished 
button at cost. 


SWIMMER TEST. 


The Swimmer test provides' that 


one; to pass, must swim 50 yards, any 
stroke, and dive properly, and swim 
on his back at least fifty feet. 
For 


this a French gray finished button 
is to be awarded at cost. 


A Leader test requires that the ap- 


plicant teach-at least one person to 
swim fifty feet, that he himself, swim 
200 yards, dive from the surface of 
the water and bring up objects from 
the bottom, swim on his back fifty 
yards. For this, a gold finished but- 
ton is awarded at'cost 


LIFE SAVERS. 


The Life Savers test is a real one. 


To win this award, one must dive In 
water from 7 to 10 feet deep, and 
bring from the bottom to the sur- 
face, a loose bag of sand weighting 
10 bounds. He must swim 200 yards 
100 yards on his back, not using arm!. 
or hands, and 100 yards any' other 
stroke. 
He must demonstrate on 


land, five methods of release and two 
In water, he must rescue and tow 
a person of his own weight, twenty 
yards, using different strokes and 
use the Echaefer method of recusci- 
tat on. The award for this is a silver 
watch fob. 


Those wishing to try for any of 


these classes can arrange to do so 
with Physical Director Beal at any 
time. The buttons, which are to be 
awarded to the boys who learned to 
swim during the recent free swirns,

Germany 
battled 
not only 


against armies but against peoples, 
old men, women, children, devastated 
countries, not for military needs but 
to, destroy commerce. All this, said 
Mr. Taft, would automatically come 
to pass again if we fell back Into the 
old ways. 


TO ENFORCE PEACE. 


"How," said he, "are we to enforce 


the terms of peace on Germany if not 
by a loague of nations? Are we to 
send a perfumed note to Herr Ebert 
and request him to take note of the 
terms of the peace proposals and will 
he please see that they are lived up 
to? 


"No—we will enforce them by a 


league of nations, a league made to 
safeguard democracy n^ainst militar- 
ism. Why not make it apply to the 
whole civilized world?"

'If the United tSates refuses to go 


into this league It will t?ke the place 
at this conference which Germany cc- 
pled at the Hague conference

it refused to discuss the question of 
decreasing the armaments 
of 
the 


nations. 


'It is cither this agreement or go 


back to where we were four years 
ago. 


RESPECT INTEGRITY. 


"In tills league the nations simply 


asrree to respect the integrity and 
territory of each member. It agrees 
to the International commandment, 
'Thou shalt not steal," and agrees to 
assist in the 
enforcement 
of that 


commandment under conditions which 
are safe for this country as Well as 
for the others. 


"After this league gets settled, af- 


fairs of the world get stabilized, 
I 


honestly believe that there will be 
no more wars in the large sense. The 
overwhelming moral force of such ft 
league would threaten the criminals 
among nations so that they ' would 
bo thoroughly under control." 


HITS SENATORS. 


Mr. Taft paid his respects to the 


senators who were 
trying 
to stir 


•aclal discord, church bigotry 
and 


national disagreements for political 
purposes, decrying these as showing 
what a pover.ty of real reasons the 
opponents of the league had when 
they desceneded to such arguments 
for political purposes on a question 
which, Mr. Taft repeatedly said was 
above all partisanship. 


Warning his auditors that Bolshe- 


vism is threatening all of Europe and 
that unless the rulers of the nations 
paid heed to .the demand of the peo- 
ple to take some action looking to- 
ward the creation of some means of 
avoiding what had happened in the

Too Much Rivalry Engendered by Sectarian Nature 


of Various Organizations in War Work at Front,

Washington. June 21.—Social work 


in the army in any future emergency 
should be handled by the government 
itself through a single, "non-sectarian 
agency. In the opinion of Raymond 6 
Fosdick, chairman of the Commission 
on Training Camp Activities, express- 
ed In a report made public today by 
'he war department. Secretary Bak- 
er was said to be "substantially In 
accord" with Mr. Fosdlck'i views. 


TOO MUCH RIVALRY. 


Rivalries engendered by the sectar- 


ian nature of the Toung Men's Christ- 
ian Association, Knights of Colum- 
bus, 
Jewish Welfare Board or other 


societies sharing In the United War 
Work Campaign fund of »172,000,OM 
Mr. Fosdick found to have provided 
•"he worst possible basis for social 
work with the army," a, result for 
which he held the 
Training Camp 


Commission responsible for having 
turned to these private agencies. 


"It seems to TOP, ' said Mr. Fos- 


dick, "that the lesson of the war In 
social work Involves perhaps three 
points: The elimination of aeotarian 
auspices; reduction In 'he number of 
agencies employed, and the transfer 
to the go\ernment Itself of much of 
the activity hitherto left to private 
initiative." 


CRITICISM ON "Y." 


Discussing the work of the six or- 


ganiza'lons that served abroad with 
the army, the report said the Young 
Men's Christian Association, handling 
58 per cent of the war work budget 
and with 6,000 
representative* 
In 


France, was far the largest and "re- 
ceived a good deal of criticism from 
the soldiers in France.'" , 


"Some of this criticiam Is merited," 


Mr. Fosdick said, "much of It Is due 
I believe to misunderstanding." 


The bulk of the complaint arose 


from Toung Men's Christian Assocla- 


! tion operation 
of army 
canteens 


which Chairman Fosdick said was a 
mistake although It was undertaken 
as a service to the army and released 
a large combatant personnel. 
From 


early days *he canteen had been an 
army perquisite and the,soldiers could 
not understand why It 
should 
be 


handed over to a 
"private society 


which was at the same time raising 
millions at home for support," the re- 
port said and continued: 


SOME Wf»RKERS UNTRAINED. 
"Moreover, *he personnel of the Y 


M. C. A. was untrained for this kind 
of work and it soon found Itself In 
a maze of business and technical dif- 
ficulties with which it was unable at 
first td cope. In the minds of the 
soldiers, it Immediately became a com- 
mercial organization and from thlr 
stigma it has never succeeded in free- 
ing Itself" 


So far as the effect of the transfer 


of the canteens went on the army 
command, the report continued, "It 


was a genuine relief to the genera! 
staff that during the fighting days 
of the array. It did not have to handle 
the ever troublesome canteen prob- 
lem. 


"The 
charge that the Y. M. C. A 


mads money out of the canteen Is of 
course erroneous," said Mr. Fosdick 
"However high I'.a prices may have 
been In Individual localities, consider- 
ed as a business venture the total re- 
sults show large losses." 


NOT ADAPTED FOR WORK. 


Another ground for criticism of the 


Y. M. C. A. which Mr. Fosdick said 
was somewhat Justified was in the 
character of Its personnel. 
While 


many of Its men were well qualified 
for their work, he said, "many others 
were utterly unadap'.ed to this pur- 
pose and had no common ground in 
mixing with our virile red, blooded 
young soldiers He also found, how- 
ever,, the field of choice was limited, 
men of proper qualifications being In 
most cases In the army.

being far better adapted to the task 
than the average man. He said also 
the charge of badly adapted person- 
nel could not' be confined to the Y 
M. C. A. alone. 


Viewed broadly, Mr. Fosdick de- 


clared, "the y. M. C. A deserves the 
appreciation of the army and the con- 
tinued support of the public." 


GOOD WORK BY K. OF C. 


Similarly, Mr. Fosdick found that 


the Knights of Columbus carried on 
a helpful work on the same general 
lines, noting particularly that this 
organization furnished amusement to 
many units so located as not to be 
served by other societies. 
He also 


commended the stimulation of boxing; 
and athletics due to the society, but 
said there was "a legitimate criti- 
cism" against it in that Its work In 
France was not as large as its allot- 
ment of the War Work Fund would 
suggest 


The Jewish Welfare Boara conduct- 


ed under able leadership a work "ad- 
mlrnble In every respect," Mr. Fos- 
dick said. He noted that its facilities 
In the L* Mans area were widely em- 
ployed "by Jew and Gentile alike." 


The Salvation Army was beyond 


question 'the most popular of these 
organizations with the army itself 
the report said. While it employed In 
France only 200 workers and actually 
reached only a few divisions, "it* 
fame has spread far beyond Its work 
and it Is difficult to Ilnd a dough- 
boy who does not speak its praise." 


SALVATION ARMY SOLD GOODS. 
Contrary to popular Impression, Mr 


Fosdick stated, the Salvation Army 
did not. give its supplies free except 
In case of need. 


"It's policy is to sell Its canteen 


supplies," h« maid, "even U* far famed 
doughnuts, are generally higher than 
those of the Y. M. C. A. 


It Is the Inner spirit of service that 


has endeared this organization to the 
heart of the doughboy. Its personnel 
has been carefully 
(elected 
from 


trained workers of 
the 
Salvation 


Army—men and woman who know 
how to meet tbelr fellow men on a 
common plane, and no task has been 
too humble and no service too small 
for them to perform for the troops. 


Its reward la the genuine affection 


of the American expeditionary force." 


PUSHED OWN ORGANIZATION. 
As to the difficulties due to the 


sectarian nature of the societies which 
served the army, the report aald the 
facilities of all ware open to men of 
all faiths "but the auspices through 
which these prlvlliges are extended 
are sectarian 
The tendency Is to 


stimulate rivalries and Jockeying for 
position that are disheartening to 
witness. 
To. see the representatives 


of these different agencies vying with 
each other In an attempt to make a 
lasting good Impression upon return- 
Ing troops bringing prominently into 
the foreground their respective em- 
blems and enslgnla. Is to despair of 
the whole system of social work In 
the war. 


"Our men have been clad to receive 


what the societies had for them In 
the shape of service or supplies, and 
they have not eared two straws 


whether It came 
from 
Protesjsat, 


Catholic or Jewish hands. Thar did 
not fight as Protestants, Catholics or 
Jews. As a matter of fact than is 
no reason for sectarianism. Ib», re- 
ligious Interest of the army an wise- 
ly confined *.o the chaplains."

were not Indigenous to Alaska and 
tells the Interesting story of their 
introduction there 


LOSING FOOD SUPPLY. 


"The story of the inception and 


growth of the reindeer enterprise In 
Alaska is very interesting and Is not 
generally known " says the bulletin, 
which is based on a communication 
to the Society "During an extended 
trip of inspection of the missionary 
stations and government schools In 
1800, Dr. She.Jon Jackson, then Gen- 
eral Agent of Education in Alaska, 
was impressed with the fact that the 
natives in arctic and subarctic Alaska I 
were rapidly losing their sources o f , 
food supply. 


' Each year the whales were going 


farther and farther north, beyond 
the reach of the natives who- had no 
steamships in which to pursue them; 
the walrus, which formerly had been 
seen in herds of thousands, were 
disappearing, the seajs were becom- 
ing exterminated, and In winter the 
Eskimo had to tramp 15 to 20 miles 
out on the ice before he could catch 
one. The modern' hunter, with his 
steam launches and rapid-fire guns, 
had found the whales, walrus, and 
seals such easy prey that he wus 
ruthlessly destroying them. Also the

the oil had given him means of bar- 
ter with the Siberian traders across 
the Strait, from whom he obtained 
reindeer skins to keep him warm In 
winter. 


MUST FEED THEM. 


"Dr. Jackson saw that unless some- 


thing was done at once the United 
States would have to choose between 
feeding the 20,000 and more natives 
or letting them starve to death. 


'The same moss which covered no 


many thousands of miles of the plains 
oi arctic Siberia was seen every- 
where in Alaska. The tame reindeer 
was practically the same animal as 
the wild caribou of Alaska, changed 
by being domesticated for centuries. 


"On his return to the United States 


in 1S91 Dr. Jackson asked congress 
for an appropriation to provide the 
money for Importing a few deer. Con- 
gress wag not convinced of the wis- 
dom of such action, but several prlv. 
ate persons were so Interested that 
they placed 12,000 at Dr. Jackson's 
disposal to begin the experiment. The 
first deer were brought over that 
year It was not long before the gov. 
ernment realized the Importance of 
the movement, and in 1894 appropriat- 
ed the sum of |e,000 to continue the 
work Later the appropriation was 
increased and by 1900 amounted fo 
$25,000 annually.

Grade Them. 


The Aiioclatloa of Commerce might 


have named th» Sociability Tour to 
Springfield last Thursday a road In 
•pectlon tour and the nan* would 
fcave lulled Juit a* well. Th* people 
who took part In the tour were more 
Interested In roads than any thing 
else, at least for the day and trip. 
With the 'weather conditions what 
they bad been for several day* It wag 
expected that some bad roads would 
be encountered before 
the 'party 


reached Springfield. 


To the surprise of everybody the 


Toad for the entire distance from T3e- 
catur to Springfield was found to 
be In excellent condition. There was 
only one ipot that could be called 
bad and that was a short ttretch of 
hill Juet this side of Springfield. This 
did not cause any trouble and In con- 
•ideratlon of the fine condition of 
the rest of the road It may be Ignored, 
It Is doubtful If the road from Deca- 
tur to .Springfield as a whole was 
•ver better than as It was that day. 


• ROADS GOOD. 


Observant members of the touring 


party found many examploa of excel- 
lent road work. In our own town- 
ship the' section on both sides cf 
Steven'* creek, including Snake Hill. 
was in fine condition for the first 
lime since the road was relocated 
•nd the new bridge built. The state 
aid road all the way to the Harris- 
town cemetery was good and from 
the cemetery north through the vil- 
lage the Harrlstown commissioner 
has resurfaced the road and put It In 
better condition than It ever was be- 
fore. 


From Nlantlc where the 
tourists 


picked up the state aid road again 
on to the county line the road had 
had less attention than the township 
roads but It was not really bad. From 
the Sangamon "county line the Illlopo- 
]ls township commissioner was work- 
Ing the road and Jolng an excellent 
job. He was cutting out the gutters 
and cquarlng up the shoulflers with a 
grader and ho was not piling the 
loose dirt In the middle of the road. 
He will have a flat, well drained road, 
ene that Is easy to keep in condition 
and pleasant to drive on. 


LOSE THE DUST. 


Somewhere between Illlopolis and 


Lanesvllle the touring party left the 
dust belt and i»w nothing more of It 
till they were well on their 
way 


home. There had been recent rains 
all the rest of the way to Springfield. 
At Mechanicsburg there had been a 
rain the afternoon before that bad 
been almost a cloudburt. Tet through 
Lanesburg and Mechanlcsburg town- 
ships the roads were fine. They had 
been Intelligently worked and were 
well drained, 


The road continued good through 


Clear Lake township and the town 
of Rlverton. 
Between the National 


Cemetery and Sprlnglfeld some bad 
roads wai promised. There had been 
some bad road recently there but It 
had been redeemed by the 
use of 


cinders. The hill beyond this was a 
trifle muddy and the first cars over 
It skidded a little. 


ONE BAD STRETCH. 


There Is a stretch of fine concrete 


road just outside of Springfield and 
then a stretch of dirt 
street that 


could scarcely be called good even In 
fair weather. Just why a city will 
have th« worst road right In Its own 
door Is an unsolved mystery. Deca- 
tur has some of the same kind of 
road on West Grand 
avenue 
and 


North Van Dyke street. 


A train of heavy automobile! a 


mile and a half long will Iron out an 
earth road pretty quickly. Possibly 
the first, two, three or 
four cars 


would not tell thl« story of excellent 
roads but It Is the story of the roads, 
as a car in the middle of the pro- 
cession found them. But those town- 
ships through which 
the 
tourists 


passed are entitled to the credit of 
doing some of the best earth road 
work to be found In this part of the 
country. 


The return trip was by another 


route and some pretty bad mud was 
found for which

The 
fields are fa«t turning In eolor and 
with good weather, cutting will be 
general here sometime during the 
coming week. Most guessers put th« 
yield In Central Illinois around twen- 
ty-five bushels per acre; the heads 
art no' long a» last year and many 
think the yield per »<re will be some 
less than In 191J. 
Recent storms 


have tangled It up some, but no dam- 
age of consequence IS reported. 


Country elevator owners are en- 


deavoring to make ftftles and ship- 
ment of corn and oats they hava 
bought and pn hand during the next 
fifteen days and before the threshers 
begin sending In to them, the new

In the cribs and bins will be safe from 
the weather and the valuable wheat 
will naturally be given preference for 
some time over corn and oats, as re- 
garding box cars and elevator room.
